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MANIPULATING THE WEATHER. 

Iron towers, equipped with powerful lights and signals, are 
to be erected by the Agricultural Department at 300 stations 
throughout the country. The towers are to give warning of 
approaching storms. 

This is well enough in its way, but as Uncle Sam has charge 
of the weather, he will be expected to do more towards tam- 
ing the storm fiend than merely to erect warning towers, 

Before a violent storm, there is a sudden “low.” That means 
that there is not cnough air pressure at the place about to be- 
come a storm center. What Uncle Sam should do is to have 
stations erected, equipped with powerful air condensing ap- 
paratus. Then at the approach of a “low” enough condensed 
air could be let loose to restore the pressure to normal. 

Similarly, when there was an uncomfortable “high,” the 
superfiuous air could be pumped down and condensed for fut- 
ure use. 

There is nothing like doing things properly and preventing 
mischief. If the weather is ever to be managed, let’s begin 
to manage it now.

- explanations as to the nature and 
continuance of that punishment. has been 
the belief of Christian people from the bee 
ginning of Christianity to our own day. 

Now. almost suddenly, certainly with re- 
markable, unanimity,.men have well nigh 
ceased to talk abeut it. It has ceased to 
be urged as a motive for good living tn this 
‘life, and men are not told to prepare them. 
| Selves here to avoid it there In the future. 
In other words, there hag been, if not an 


actual denial of hell, a very thorough 
change of emphasis. 


not been obliterated. Retribution exists as 
an awful fact back of all figurative lan- 
guage. Men in our day have overlooked 
retribution in seeking to get rid of ma- 
terialistic notions concerning hell. The time 
has come to recall the awfal faet of retri- 
bution, But it muet be done dise etly. and 
always with those exceptions in nd which 
SO greatly modify it. ‘ 

There are allowances to be made when 
we consider the working out of retribution 
as it pertains to the future. First of all, 
it cannot include children in ite penalty, 
inasmuch as not inherited sin but willful 
7 is punished and children are irresponsl- 

e. 

Then, in the next place, fn thinking of 
future retribution we must always think 
of the large numbers of people who are as 
irresponsible as the veriest infants. They 
may have intelligence enough for the pur- 
poses of daily life, but no more. 

Then. as we think of future retribution, 
we come to the great bulk of those who 
have never had the opportunity to hear 
the gospe-the vast multitude” of the 
heathen. Are they all condemned for the 
infection of their nature, if Christ died 
for them? Are. they all condemned for re- 
jecting a gospel of which they have never 
heard? ‘What of the heathen, then, in the 
life to come? 

When a correct view ts taken of respon- 
sibility—res sonsibllity according to knowl. 
edge—it relieves the doctrine of retribu- 
tion considerably, inasmuch ae it narrows 
down the number of the lost to those whe 
consciously and willfully reject the offer 
of salvation. 

Whether that retribution continue for 
one year, or for a thousand years, or for 
eternity, it is not material to decide. He 
who dies in sin passes on to be judged for 
the deeds done in the body. Having re- 
jected the offers of mercy here, he must 
meet penalty there. The man who dies im- 
penitent and unforgiven finds his retribu- 
tion. 

Future judgment is no arbitrary act. It 
is not something which springs from laws 
to be t in motion hereafter. It ts the 
working out of laws under which we are 
now living. It is a separation from good- 
ness; a loss of spiritual power; a falling 
below the ideal. When men’s eyes are 
opened they may see that the loss of what 
they might have been, and their degrada- 
tion through sin, is indeed the visitation 
of penalty. Judgment consists quite large- 
ly in deprivation. Such a judgment has 
begun here, and it pointe to the awful 
issues of the future, when the 
earthly probation shall have ended.
